purple and fine linen might take tbcir 
place. 

He remamcd undetected, bis where- 
abouts unknown, tbough tho police were 
active in kbelr Ecarch after him, and were 
stimulated to exertion, by tbe offer of the 
Govemmeot reward. It would never do, 
howover, to ranadn in England. The 
qnoetion iraa, wbither ahonid ho go? 
SnSoient means were at hand, out of the 
proceeds of the robbery. for which Fotber 
had been sentenced, to cuablc him to go 
either to America or to the Continent. 
At first be thought -of America as the 
aafcat refuge; but the watch at Liverpool,
